We live in interesting times. Changes and threats of change seem a regular feature of our lives, but I am r 
sure that we all appreciate that fact here at the school because our routine seems the same from day to day a 
term to term. But change is all around us; political, social, economic, and the pace of change is increasing. 

Although there is an apparent sameness to the school now as there was one year ago, or five years ago, chan 
is constant. Talk to alumni when they visit the school and they will tell you of the enormous differences betwe 
“your" school and “theirs”. This school will be 125 years old next year, and it did not survive all of this time 
being the same. It has had to plan and forecast and adjust as you will when you leave here after graduation. 

Stanstead is going through one of those periods of major change and adjustment now. As I write this, we a 
in the middle of a self-study which is examining every aspect of the school and which will eventually involve all pai 
of the school community. This study is part of our movement toward accreditation by the New England Associate 
of Schools and Colleges. This is the oldest accrediting body in the United States and it accredits schools from t 
local high school to the largest independent schools such as Exeter, and to the Ivy League universities such as H; 
vard. We are the first school ever to be accepted as a candidate for full membership and accreditation outside t 
New England states. 

We are doing this for two reasons. The self-study and inspection process will make Stanstead a better school ai 
our application to NEASC reflects our commitment to change and especially our commitment to a wider North Am< 
ican focus for our programmes, associations and recruiting. This is a major change for Stanstead, but it is one th 
is needed and it is one which reflects our changing circumstances, but at the same time it will not change our < 
sential character. 

Individuals need to do this too, and your generation is going to face changed circumstances of a scale and spei 
that are unprecedented. Keep one thing in mind: your plans and actions will change as circumstances and desir 
change, but your character will not. Character is the bed-rock on which everything else is built, and if that is sol 
and sturdy, then change will be a challenge, but manageable. I hope that we have had some role in developing yo 
character. I hope that it is strong and robust and decent, because in the end, that is what education is about - buil 
ing character.
